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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant argues in substance that A); the Ladd reference does not teach generating an output file for storage on a tangible medium; 
B) That no where in the reference of Ladd is printing being performed. In response to A); Page 15 of the applicant's specification referes to 
a tangible medium as to include a hard disk drive, this limitation is met by the Ladd reference which teaches that the markup language 
servers 251, 257, database 244, content provider servers 208 and 209 and the voice browser server store markup language documents 
defining voice application user interface controls (see col. 1 1 ); In response to B); the Examiner does not need to show the printing in the 
Ladd reference since there is no where in the claims that the word printing is found . 
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
